Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Amend claims 1 and 1 7 by examiner's amendment to include the 
language of — wherein the copolymer is prepared by transesterification of a polyanhydride — after "active agent" in 
claim 1 and after "sebacic acid" in claim 17. This amendment overcomes the Storey reference because the 
poly(ester-anhydride) copolymer formed in the claims would be a structurally different poly(ester-anhydride) from the 
poly(ester-anhydride) formed in Storey since the poly(ester-anhydride) of Storey is formed from difunctional carboxylic 
acid terminated polyester and monofunctional carboxylic acid terminated polyester such as carboxylic acid terminated 
poly caprolactone (see column 6, lines 47-67 and column 9, lines 49- 55).
